IMPROVED SYSTEM OF FOG 


SIGNALLING. 


The Irish Lights Office inform the Imperial 
Merchant Service — ES the Commis- 
sioners of Irish Li have reeeived the 
statutory sanction hith the Board of Trade toa 
proposal to improve the fog signal service of 
Daunt’s Rock Lightship Station by using, 
between sunset and sunrise, aluminium flash 
sound charges, instead of ordinary tonite 
sound charges. 

Correspondence has taken place between the 
Guild and the Irish Lights Office regarding 
fog signals at this station and South Rock 
light vessel, and as from 1st. December Jast 
a similar new aluminium flash signal was in- 
stalled on the South Rock, which, the Guild 
States, has given great satisfaction to 
captains and officers. 

The alteration to the new system 
Daunt’s Rock will be made at an early date.

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GALWAY DOCKS 
SCHEME. 


SUGGESTED EXPENDITURE OF 
£300,000. 

Presiding at the annual meeting of ‘the 
Galway Chamber of Commerce on i ie 
night, Mr. Philip O'Gorman, the outgoine 
President, referred to the projected recon- 
struction of the inner commercial docks at 
Galway, and the proposed making of Galway 
a terminal trans-Atlantic port, with a pier at 
Farbough, and mentioned that there were two 
distinct schemes. The development of the 
commercial dock was purely their own affair. 
whereas the other was an_ international 
scheme. 

According to the report of two distin- 
guished marine engineers — Sir Cyril Kirk- 
patrick, of London, and Sir John Purser 
Griffith, of Dublin—the improvement of the 
commercial docks would cost £300,000: but 
the work could he done if the Harbour Com- 
missioners: had the loval co-overation of the 
Galway Urban Council and the Galway Co. 
Vouncil. Thev proposed to ask the Govern- 
ment to advance them the money on a sixty 
vears’ loan. The Development of Galwav 
docks was necessary not only to the economic 
welfare of the citv and county, but for the 
(Gaeltacht and for the West coast fishing in- 
dustry, if it was ever to he developed. 

In recerd to the trans-Atlantic port 
tion, he found. when he in London 
fortnight ago, that the project was regarded 
as one of creat importance. Men outside 
Galway helieved in the movement. as did 
Colonel Fitzmaurice, who helieved, from con- 
versations that he had in America, that many 
people there realised its possibilities, and that 
the directors of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
were keenly interested. That very dav there 
was expected in Galway _ the of a 
London financial eomnanv, who was to renort 
to his directors on the notnre of Galway Bay. 

The Treasurer, Mr, O'Shea, said his report 
was the most satisfactory for the past twelve 
years. The statement noted an increase In the 
number of commercial vessels entering the 
docks during the past vear. There was also 
an increase of tonnage in the exports. while 
the export of live stock increased by the 
number of 4 254.

FIND IDEAS, 


MR. SHAW’S OMNIBUS.

PIERRE LOTI’S TREE. 
(By OLIVER COYNE.) 


A MAN told me the other day that a 

brilliant ide came to him while he 
was travelling on an omnibus. The idea 
was concerned with the solution of a 
business difficulty. Long spells cf hard 
thinking, hours of consultation and days 
of variegated worry had ail proved fruit- 
less, ‘Then suddenly, out of the noise and 
rhythm of the omnibus, as it were, was 
born the idea. It is a strange breeding- 
cround—an omnibus—but ideas are 
nothing if not catholic in the places 
wherein they choose to appear. Probably 
nothing and nowhere in the world have 
ever failed to produce an idea of some 
description, beneficial either to mankind 
at large or to the individual in particular. 

Andrew Lang once said that the sea, 
a country walk and an ounce of shag 
were more prolific as the breeding-grounds 
of ideas than any other triumvirate. 
Certainly, a glance at literary history 
reveals that the triumvirate have played 
their part in the production of immortal 
works; for the sea was the breeding- 
cround of all the best of Conrad, the 
country the best of Hardy, and tobacco 
(1 dare say) of the best of Barrie. Tobacco, 
however, differs somewhat from the others 
in that it is a true breeding-ground so far 
as the encouragirg of ideas is concerned. 
It has a mission which does not obtrude 
itself in to the dnished production; for 
iobacco never has been celebrated in 
literature like the sea and the country. 
It is content to help its devotees to hit 
upon ideas, and encourages them. 


TRANSPORT AND COFFEE. 


Compared, however, with certain 
breeding-grounds of ideas, these three are 
banal in their interest. George Bernard 
Shaw once said that he owed all his best 
work to the railway company. Certain 
it is that more than one play has been 
w:itten almost entirely in the train that 
used to carry him backwards and forwards 
to London in the days when he was not 
a tenant of the Adelphi. Long stretches 
of ‘+Back.to Aes selah ’’ were composed 

pe these daily rut and whole acts of 
s-earlier plays as well. ‘Saint Joan ” was 

written on an omnibus—most of it, at all 
events—and when you consider that 

“ Saint Joa;.” is probably Mr. Shaw’s 
surest passport to immortality, the 

wonder grows. He has never explained 

his preference for transport as the 
medium whereby he gets most of his ideas; 
probably he cannot. It is an individual 
thing, like Balzac’s preference for strong 
black coffee (which M. René Benjamin 

recently tld us all about in his new 
biography) anit: Doctor Johnson's 
penchant for tea. 

With many an author coffee is probably 
the antithesis of an idea-purveyor. Tv» 
Ralzac it was tlhe one stimulant that 
enabled him to write unceasingly for 
eighteen hours at a stretch, that made his 
brain '“roar like a fire,’ as he told an 
acquaintance, and without which, 
probably, La Comédie Humaine would not 
have been carried as far as even he carried 
it, voluminous a; it is—yet still unfinished 
to the scale which he had planned. Tea 
and Johnson were another combination 
similar to Balzac and coffee. Boswell tells 
us how the Doctor would be comparatively 


silent until the teacups were brought in. | 


A few draughts, and the Great Cham was 
going in his.best form. Were he ever 
so lost for words, he had only to drink a 
few cupe of st.aming hot tea to reach 
therewith a spring of magnificent 
verbosity, if talking, or a complementary 
spring if writing. 


DOG, TREE AND SOLITUDE. 


With Scott, dogs were considered a 
yreat source of ideas in so far as he could 
not work happily without their presence. 
They seemed to stimulate him as, 
squatting on their haunches withi.. reach 
of his hand, they gazed at him “ with 
beautiful earnest eyes, as if working 
in harmony” with him, says Lockhart. 
The novelist William Black was helpless 
in his search for ideas unless his wife was 
vear him; Laurence Sterne, on the other 
hand, was equally destitute if his wife or 
anyone else was in the same room with 
him. Solitude and silence were the chief 
breeding-grounds of his ideas, and in their 
efficacy he had an ally in Carlyle, whose 
passion for silence went so far as to cause 
hit to construct a sound-proof room ai 
the top of the house. 

A curious source of ideas was Victor 
Hugo's. He believed that his mind was 
a blank, so far as his work was concerned 
weie he to sit while composing. There- 
fore, he worked always standing at a high 
desk, sitting only now and agair. to rest 
his tired limbs; for he was a voluminous 
author—‘‘ Wherefore,” he says, “my 
ideas stopped instantly as if at the behest 
of the Magi who watch over me and 
encourage meat my task—when standing !”’ 
French authors, indeed, had, and still 
have. some strange fancics as to the source 
of their ideas. Verlaine worked only 
when imbibing a particular sort of poison 
called absinthe. Dumas wrote better 
when performing, as it were, in the blaze 

of publicity. He actually wrote a chapter 
of one book in the window of a shop, with 
all Paris looking on—an‘ afterwards 
everted that chapter to be the best ne bad 
ever composed. Pierre J.oti, however, 
probably takes the palm for eccentricity 
in the matter of idea-finding. Despite the 
fact that iauch of his finest work was 
written before he hit upon his fad, he 
believed in all sincerity that ideas came 
to hin only when he was in a tree! 
Therefore, he had built a sort oí tree-top 
house, or >ither room, just large enough 
to hold himself and his materials. 
hegularlv thither he repaired, and sent 
forth work, if not inferior to, certainly 
‘little better than that which he had 
composed on board ship, under canvas in 
the desert, and in other places. 

_ Such scraps of Jiterary history reveal, 
it may be urged, the eccentricity of genius 
in so far as they have to do wit! authors 
who made such fancies their rule of life. 
Many a book, however, has been written 
because the idea was born of some 
occurrence or cirermstance happening at 
a particular moment and that appealed 
to the rnlooker. Hardy has told us how 
the fdea of “Tess of the d’Urbervilles” 
came to him as he was walking down a 
lane in Wessex, and happened upon a 
country girl, swinging her legs from a 
\.agon, and with such an exprec-ion of 
melancholy on her lovely face as haunted 
him for many a day, until he came 
ultimately to embedy it in the history of 
a tragic woman. 


SHAVING AND TYPEWRITING. 


Similarly, Mr. Arnold Bennett’s “The 
Old Wives’ Tale” was born the moment 
a ““fat, old, ugly awkward woman’’ came 
into the restaurant. in Versailles where 
Bennett sat. ‘‘The company laughed at 
her,” he says, “but 1 thought: ‘She 
has been young once, perhaps beautiful... 
She has a history of sorts. . .” Mr. 
Wells has told us that many of his best 
ideas come to him while shaving ; another 
modern author swears by his bathroom 
as a prolific source of inspiration. The 
American author, Sinclair Lewis, avers 
that his books grow out of his typewriter. 
He starts with a sheet of paper in the

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R.D.S. RECITALS OF 
IRISH MUSIC. 


VOCAL AND ORCHESTRAL 


PROGRAMMES. 


The Royal Dublin Society provided yester- 
day the two recitals of Irish: music which 
already have come to be counted on by 
members as patt of the St. Patrick's Day 
arrangements at Ballsbridge. 

As in other years, the evening recital was 
broadcasted by the Dublin Broadcasting 
Station, and probably was heard by many 
listeners for away from Dublin. The arrange- 
ment with the Broadcasting Station enabled 
Mr. Vincent © Brien, the Station’s Musical 
Director, who undertook the direction of the 
recitals, to use the excellent 2RN Symphony 
Orchestra. 

At both recitals the orchestral programme 
was the same. The finest thing in it was 
Sir Hamilton Harty’s tone-poem, “ With the 
Wild Geese,’ Of which a. brilliant perform- 
ance was given under Mr. O’Brien’s direction. 
The jast performance of this work in Dublin 
occurred at a Hallé Orchestra concert in the 
Theatre Roval a few years ago, under the 
direction of the composer himself. The after- 
noon performance yesterday—doubtless, at 
night also, but I heard the former—was not 
less worthy of the work, and would have 
delighted the composer. The music taxes all 
departments of the orchestra, and also needs 
acute watchfulness on the part of the con- 
ductor. For vesterday’s stirring performance, 
therefore, Mr. O’Brien and all the instru- 
mentalists must share the highest praise. In 
the hall. at Ballsbridge the orchestra was 
heard to the best possible effect; the strings 
seemed brilliant, and every detail of the 
magnificent brass and wood wind playing 
came out clearly. Most of the instruments 
are enabled in Sir Hamilton Harty’s rich 
score to distinguish themselves in turn: if I 
single out the bass clarinet for special men- 
tion, it is because that instrument rarely 
comes so well to the front, rather than that 
it was not matched by similarly brilliant 
displays in other departments. 

On the last occasion of writing about Mr. 
O'Brien's orchestra, I suggested that it should 
repeat its splendid performance of Rimsky- 
Korsakoff's “Scheherazade ” music. Now 
the wish occurs to hear its brilliant exposition 
of Sir Hamilton Harty’s vivid and moving 
tone-poemi over again. Many who were not 
at one or other of the Ballsbridge recitals 
yesterday would like to hear it, and the 
‘ wireless audience probably would not 
resent a repetition if the work were put into 
another broadcast programme. (By the way, 
it is pleasant to learn that Mr. O'Brien has 
decided to repeat the ‘‘ Scheherazade ” at the 
next 2RN Symphony Concert, in April.) 

Another work by Sir Hamilton Harty, his 
Overture “To an Irish comedy,” was in- 
cluded in vesterday’s orchestral programme, 
and proved again that the composer not only 
has always something of interest to say, but 
also knows how to give it the Jiveliest 
orchestral expression. 

The worth of Stanford’s Irish Rhapsodies 
has not heen forgotten. Sir Hamilton Harty 
revived the No. 1 a few years ago, and others 
have occurred in B.B.C. broadcast pro- 
grammes lately. Last St. Patrick’s Day at 
Ballsbridge Dr. Larchet prodaced No. 4, and 
yesterday Mr. O’Brien had the No. 6 in his 
list. The performance was distinguished bv 
Miss Terry O'Connor's brilhant playing of 
the violin solo. This No. 6 Rhapsody takes 
the form of a display piece for the violin, and 
can only be undertaken when a. first-class 
violinist is available. Miss O’Connor was 
competent for its abundant technical diff. 
culties. and, in addition, was exceptionally 
well qualified to give the music its full Irish 
flavour. 

Mr. Harold R. White’s ballet music, “The 
Shepherd's Dream.” written originally for 
sinall orchestra (and played at the ballet per. 
formance hy a still smaller one), sounded well 
in the new scoring for full orchestra. The 
music is full of beautiful ideas vivaciously 
expressed. ; 

The orchestra was heard again in the 
Sparkling accompaniment to the “Song of 
the Leannan Sidhe.” from Dr. Larchet’s 
music to the fairy play, ‘‘The Spell.’* Miss 
Josephine Curran was the vocalist in this, 
and sang it very sweetly.

A Mountain Tramp. 


I went for a long walk yesterday in the 
brilliant sunshine, starting from Tallaght, 
and tramping over the Ballinascorney Gap 
to Kilbride and thence to Brittas. Right 
in the heart of the mountains, miles from 
anywhere, myself and my companion -vere 
stopped by a young man in a motor car— 
his was the only car that we met in a 
journey. of nearly fourteen miles—who 
asked us with some anxiety “f we . ad 
happened to mee’ a party that included 
the Free State Minister for Education and 
the President of University College, 
Dublin. Dr. O'Sullivan and Dr. Coffey 
apparently had set off on a walk across 
the mountains. and their chauffeur had 
lost them. We had seen them in the 
distance toiling up the side of one of the 
hills, but had missed them afterwards. 
Consequently we were unable to be of 
much use to the driver who was looking 
for them, and went on our way with in- 
creased admiration for the profession of 
education. Jt was a sweltering dav, and 
none but a stout heart would have braved 
those racking hills in such conditions. 


A Pheasant’s Disdain. 


The walk from Ballinascorney to the old 
artillery camp at Kilbride is glorious. The 
hills are terribly desolate in this region, 
but there 1s something fascinating about 
their loneliness. Yesterday we had the 
place all to ourselves. As we were 
trudging along I suddenly noticed a 
beautiful cock pheasant perched on a 
boulder on the side of the road, and look- 
ing at me with pert curiosity. His scarlet 
crest attracted my eye, and I stopped 
dead in my tracks lest I should frighten 
him. But I need not have bothered; for 
he treated me and my companion with 
supreme contempt. He did not deign to 
warn his hen. who was hidden in the moor 
a few yards away, and it was only when 
1 took a few steps towards him that he 
decided to fly off at haughty leisure, 
followed at a respectful distance by his 
better--and more prudent—half. 


Frogs. 


A few yards away from where the 
pheasant was perched I came across a 
small poo) absolutely infested with frogs. 
I never have seen so many frogs together 
before. There must have been hundreds 
of them in that pool. Some of them were 
taking the sun on the roadside, what 
time their fellows in the pool croaked 
loudly in disapproval of their temerity. 
One little lad leaped sky-high when he 
discovered that I was in the neighbour 
hood; but most of them shared the 
pheasant’s disdain of human kind and 
disregarded me completely. Frogs always 
fascinate me. They seem to have a 
wisdom all their own, and I never have 
believed the story told by that boring 
old gentleman A®sop, who asserted that 
one of them was so vain that he puffed 
himself out in an effort to rival the bulk 
of a cow. Frogs are ever so much more 
intelligent than cows, and A*sop’s tale is 
a libel on a sturdy race. Henceforward 
I shall confine my classical reading to 
Aristophanes.

An Irish Actress : Dublin’s Guilds : 


Water Famine ;: 


The Good 
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Coaching in the South. 


Seeing the other day a set of very aid 
teresting old prints in the Granville Hotel, 
Waterford, of car travelling in the South 
of Ireland in the year 1856, I was re- 
minded that Charles Bianconi, the owner 
of these coaches, started his first car from 
Clonmel to Cahir in 1815, and fifty years 
later was making an annual income of 
£35,000 from them. 

Bianconi was an Italian, engaged in the 
picture fra'ne and gilding trade in Clon- 
mel and Waterford in 1€02, and it was 
during his frequent travels between the 
two towns, cairying four stone weight of 
pictures on his back, that he saw the 
necessity of cheap travelling. 

The set of pictures I saw began with the 
start of Bianconi’s stage coach, Faugh-a- 
Ballagh, from Cummins’s Hote] (now the 
Granville Hotel), Waterford, anc finished 
with its arrival] at Hearn’s Hotel, Clonmel. 
In the courtyard at Hearn’s Hotel there 
is still to be seen a clock with the word- 
ing: -—

started with the small 
‘“‘jaunting’’ car, increasing to the big 
lumbering four-wheeler coach. The light- 
going coaches were known as ‘‘ Faugh-a- 
Ballagh’’ (clear the way‘, the next size 
tle Massy-Dawsons, and the heaviest the 
Finn McCouls. “he drivers of these 
coaches wore great Irish frieze ulsters, to 
defy the weather, and picturesque top 
hats, and were said to be all famous 
** characters.’’ 

Travelling by these coaches was only 
2d. per mile, which was not as expensive 
as we now imagine. Bianconi’: coaches 
superseded travelling by boat between 
Carrick-on-Suir and Waterford, but the 
railway, called in those days the ‘‘ head- 
less coaches,’’ which started in 1853, was 
the doom of coaching, although the second 
class railway fare was as expensive as the 
coach. i

Church. It is no longer white, an? it 
gave me quite a fright when 1 suddenly 
caught a glimpse of it pyeeping throuuh 
the hedge as . passed that way recently in 
the dusk.

Water Famine in Derry. 


In this island of moisture, the very idea 
of a shortage of that vital requirement— 
water, brings forth a smile of disbelief. 
Yet there cre grave possibilities of such 
being the case in County Derry, where, at 
the best of times, there is never a great 
surplus in the several reservoirs’ that 
supply the city. During that memorable 
summer, 1921, the point of exhaustion 
was reached, and fear was expressed as to 
what might be the result of such a state 
of affairs, as there are always grave 
dangers to health where there is a 
shortage of water. Spurred on by the 
scarcity of 1921, the Corporation em- 
barked on a scheme costing about 
£400,000. to bring water from Banagher 
Glen, which is situated in the heart of 
County Derry, which would satisfy any 
demand made on it by the city for ages 
to come. This scheme, however, will not, 
unfortunately, be completed until early 
next year, so the Corporation has issued 
a warning to the people against any 
wastage, if a water famine is to be 
avoided, as the reservoirs are, at present, 
exceptionally low. 


Ghe Evil Eye. 


I was interested this week to read that 
the superstition of the evil eye, which used 
to be so prevalent in Ireland, is still to 
be found in India, Palestine and other 
parts of the East. 

It applies particularly to children or 
anything more than usually beautiful. 
In Ireland you are always expected to 
say “God bless it,” whether child, 
animal, or even growing crops. In 
Palestine the word ‘Allah ’’ is written on 
some substance, to act as a charm in case 
you had forgotten to say “ In the name 
of God.”’ 


In Girls’ Altire. 


I remember years ago, seeing little 
boys in the South, dressed in long petti- 
coats, until the age of seven or eight, 
the only mark to distinguish the sex 
being the cropped head. 

This tallies with the Hindu and 
Palestine custom of dressing boys in 
female clothing to cheat the spirits, as, if 
the gods were to find out, they would kill 
a boy. 

There are many country superstitions 
which savour of the East, even as, in 
China, a girl does not count for much in 
the household. An uncle who was a 
ra oy doctor in the wilds of Kerry 
told me he asked a peasant ‘‘ Had he any 
family?’ and the answer was “ Wisha

A Mountain Walk. 
Old Days.

I do not suppose that there is a country 
in the world where tea is consumed in 
such quantities as here in Ireland. Of 
Eastern origin, this wonderful refreshing 
beverage appears to have been used in 
China as early as 2737 B.C., a very long 
time before many of our stronger stimu- 
lants were even thought of. It was intro- 
duced into Europe in the sixteenth 
century, and from that time has been 
prime favourite, especially among the fair 
sex, who, 1 believe, if questioned on the 
subject, would declare unanimously that 
they “couldn't live without it.’ Some 
very famous men have been ardent sup- 
porters of the teapot: Dr, Johnson con- 
fesses in one of his papers in “The 
Rambler” that he “for twenty years 
diluted his meals with the infusion of 
this fascinating plant, whose kettle had 
scarce time to cool; who with tea amused 
the evening, with tea solaced the mid- 
night, and with tea welcomed the morn- 
ing.” 


“Ghe Guilds of “Dublin. 


One of the most interesting publica- 
tions to be shortly issued by the Dublin 
Candle Press is the “ History of the 
Dublin Guilds,’’ by Dr. Johu J. Webb. 
The author of the book is the well-known 
Lecturer in Municipal History at the 

st National University, 
and the Assistant 

Registrar to the 
Chief Justice. Dr. 
Webb, who holds the 

important position 
as charge of the 

Wards in Chancery, 
is steeped in old 

Dublin history, and 
already has pub- 

lished many interest- 
ing books, including 
i the “ History of the 

Dublin Silk In- 
dustry,’ ‘‘ Munici- 
pal Government in 
Ireland,” and ‘‘ Industrial Dublin Since 
1688.” The Dublin Guilds, which is the 
story of the craftsmen of Dublin from 
1200 to 1840, the date of the passing of the 
last of the Guilds, Dr. Webb tells me, is 
the most fascinating work that he has 
undertaken, and, as all the story has been 
written from original documents gathered 
by him, during the past ten years, we are 
sure to have a most delightful study of 


old Dublin. 


A Lost Record. 


In his research work Dr. Webb found 
the records of the old Guilds in al] corners 
of the city. He was working at his book 
before the burning of the Record Office, 
and has the only record now in existence 
of the Feltmakers’ Guild of the thirteenth 
century, Which he copied in the office 
before the fire. The original records of 
the Surgeon Barbers were secured in 
Trinity College Library, and in an old 
house in Molesworth street he found those 
of the Cutlers and Stationers. Through 
these pages of history runs the story of the 
every-day life of the people of Dublin for 
several centuries, and we are carried 
through the old streets of Dublin, now 
weary with the years, during the glamour, 
pageantry and artistry of the various 
periods. The book, which is beautifully 
produced, will be a limited edition.

Vocational Representation. 


During the election hustlings of to-day 
it is interesting to look back on the power 
of the Dublin Guilds and the two houses 
which they controlled. They elected the 
Corporators within the Guilds, and it can 
easily be imagined what the position of a 
Corporation was in the old days, in com- 
parison with the T.D. of to-day. The 
Guilds in themselves were almost close 
corporations, but the system of election of 
the City Corporation was considered 
democratic, froin the evidence that al] the 
trade representatives took parv in electing 
the various candidates or Corporators. 


Reviving the Guilds. 


Some twenty-three years ago, I learn, 
an effort was made to revive’ the 
Dublin Trades Guilds. The Guild of St. 
Luke’s, which was then established by a 
number of artists, is still in existence, 
and the records of the old St. Luke’s Guild 
are preserved by this group. Although it 
is called the Painters’ Guild, I under- 
stand that it was revived by several] artists 
who work in the crafts and arts, and that 
the meetings are held regularly, and the 
Guild, as a revived union, is in a flourish- 
ing condition. Certainly there has been a 
great revival of the craft workers in 
Dublin during the past twenty years, and 
I hear that much of the new spirit is 
attributed to the St. Luke’s Guild. 


A Rare Antique. 


Some time ago a friend of mine who is 
interested in antique furniture was 
bargain-hunting on the quays. In one 
little shop she got into conversation with 
the proprietor, a well-known Dublin 
dealer, who had some lovely old pieces to 
show, but few ‘“‘barrains’’! He told her 
that he had just received an interesting 
and unusual commission—an order -or an 
old Sedan chair, should such be now pro- 
curable. My friend thought that an order 
of this kind could serve no other purpose 
than to gratify the whim of some monied 
Anferican collector; for it did not occur 
to her that it could be anything but a 
curiosity. However, the dealer assured 
her that it was to play an important réle, 
according to the plan of an ingenious, 
but practical Northern architect, as a 
telephone-box in the spacious hall of a 
ducal mansion in Northern Ireland.

chief hindrances to 
learning a foreign language is 
se] f-consciousness.

Looking down cracks of 
passages between houses, we could 
beautiful bits of glowing sun and 
sea; dry-rustling palms outlined against 
the vivid sky; and to me, strangest sight 
of all, oranges and lemons growing on 
trees, and not in their familiar slatted 
boxes. 

Suddenly we espied “English Chemist ”’ 
on a door, aud I said, “Let us go in; 
they will probably be able to direct us to 
this wretched bank.” In we went into 
Stygian gloom which is a feature of 
Italian shops. Behind the counter stood 
a man and a vouth, chatting with a 
customer, a tall, aristocratic-looking, 
white-haired man. 


THE LANGUAGE PROBLEM. 


The trio fell silent as we marched in. 
I spoke brightly in English. '' Good 
morning. Can you tell me, please, where 
to find the Commercial Bank of Italy?” 
The silence remained unbroken. 

Feeling that ‘‘ English Chemist’’ was 
a misnomer, I. decided to repeat the 
question in Italian (quite forgetting that 
there was a language called French).

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NEW COMEDY AT THE 
GAIETY THEATRE. 


Last night at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, 
when the final curtain had fallen on the first 
performance of ‘‘The Third Party” Miss 
Ena Grossmith was the recipient of consider- 
able applause, and a bouquet of carnations. 
In a short speech she thanked the audience 
for the generosity of the reception given to 
the play, the company, and to herself. The 
applause was mainly an appreciation of the 
name she bears, and a very generous tribute 
from the audience to her family. 

Very briefly, it may be said that neither 
the play nor the acting last night could have 
evoked applause from even the most gene- 
rousiv disposed of  andiences. Holiday 
audiences are, notoriously, uncritical and 
generous, but the reception given '' The Third 
Party” on its first production is not likely 
to carrv the play in triumph to a London 
West End theatre. This ‘‘try out ” will test 
the play more severely than its infantile 
strength can bear, but at later performances 
the company will probably rely less upon the 
prompter and more upon itself. Further 
rehearsal and re-writing may make the whole 
thing worth while. And they may not: 
There is little or nothing in the play. A little 
intrigue, a dash of mystery, a “ silly ass’’ 
baronet, and a ‘ cross-word”’ maniac make 
up a mixture that is very similar to hundreds 
which have passed through the English 
theatre in recent years. For plot, it has the 
school-girl, Philippa Newton, airected by her 
father’s will to spend three months in each of 
the homes of three of his friends. First she 
comes to the Judson’s where the father solves 
puzzies, the mother frets and fumes, and the 
daughter, Angelica, intrigues to marry Victor 
Charteris. Then she is to go to Sir Everard 
Tipton, Bart., and finally to Victor Charteris. 
While Angelica intrigues Philippa falls in 
love with Victor, and solves the problem of 
“- the third party ” by becoming engaged to 
him. | 

A play of this kind should be witty if it is 
to make any appeal, but this play is not 
witty, its puny efforts at wit provoked but a 
pitving smile. 

The company worked hard and the audience 
applauded its efforts. Miss Ena Grossmith 
looked charming, but she is net an actress of 
considerable and the slight material 
given her by Mr. Allan Hall proved quite 
inadequate. Joseph Henry Judson “ conqueror 
rn and leader of men,” gave Mr.

HE slender majority for the Govern- 
a ment candidate in the North Dublin 
election came as a genuine surprise to all 
sections of the community in Belfast, who 
were under the impression that the 
division was one of Mr. Cosgrave's strong- 
holds : and there is an uneasy feeling that 
the forces of reaction and disorder are 
still a formidable: obstacle to progress and 
good government in the South. It is re- 
cognised, of course, that the Republican 
representative had the support of 
Socialist, Communist and other extreme 
elements; nevertheless, it is disquieting 
to find, after several years of progress and 
peace, such a large body of the electorate 
registering its desire for a change of 
Administration. It seems that there are 
apathy and indifference in the Free State 
as well as in the North. 

ducated opinion has to be fostered and 
encotraged by wise legislative proposals, 
as the sympathies of thoughtful people 
are alienated by fantastic schemes which 
are oppressive and can do no lasting good. 
North and South, the Governments 
apparently have yet to learn that it takes 
all kinds of men—and women—to make a 
nation, and the pet projects of any par- 
ticular section should not be forced upon 
the other. When the hundreds of thou- 
sands of the electorate, who at present do 
not think it worth while to vote one way 
or the other all over Ireland, are con- 
vinced that their rulers will act reason- 
ably in legislative reform, the situation 
will be safe enough. In the meantime, 
political capital is being made up here of 
the big Republican vote, the ‘‘ menace of 
the South ” being insisted upon; but the 
Unionist leaders should be modest, as 
they have their own troubles to overcome.

The con- 
ference will include delegates from the 
Protestant Churches, temperance societies 
and the Orange Order, and its influence 
and activities should have an important 
effect on the issues at the polls. The

MAILS THROUGH FREE STATE. 


From time to time we bear echoes of 
the controversy regarding the  cross- 
Channel mail routes to Northern Ireland. 
[he patriotic desire to have a so-called 
** All-Red’’ route, so frequently expressed 
by some perfervid politicians, has not 
materialised, though why a Dominion of 
the Empire should be placed outside the 
pale by Six-County leade:s must be diffi- 
cult for the stranyer outside our gates to 
understand. It seems to be rather an im- 
pertinence. “he question was discussed at 
the conference of Post Office clerks in 
Belfast last Saturday, when a Portadown 
delegate said that the present tendency 
was to concentrate mai's in Belfast to the 
detriment of important provincial offices. 
The idea was, he declared, to have the 
mails both inward and outward sent via 
Heysham instead of via Holyhead and 
Kingstown, by which route the southern 
part of the Six Counties was served. 

The Heysham route would “. convenient 
enough for mails intended for Antrim and 
Down, but it would mean a delay of from 
ten to twenty hours in having them 
despatched to the southern areas of the 
provinces. After a short discussion a 
resolution was passed ‘‘condemning the 
unwarranted diversion of traffic from 
Portadown,’’ and urging that advantage 
be taken of that important town as a dis- 
tributing centre. Those in high places, 
however, do not always consider what is 
best for the community, and the passage 
of mails through the Free State to the 
North presses on some of them like a 
nightmare.

At the aunual general meeting of the Co. 
Wexford Association of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union, held in Enniscorthy on Saturday, the 
Chairman (Mr. M. Doyle) said that they had 
held their own in the county in the past year. 
‘they had been more or less invaded by 
speakers from other associations during the 
year, who had promised the farmers the sun. 
moon and stars if they joined them, and 
velief from all financial trouble. 

Jt seemed to him that the people who were 
in no way tied to economy formerly are now 
the most advanced advocates of economy in 
te country. But nothing was said now 
about the destruction that some of these 
people caused and the money lost by it. 

The Farmers’ Union had never deviated 
from their policy of supporting constitutional 
covernment, and had done their best to main- 
tain it. They never advised wild goose chases. 
[he farmers had got very small concessions 
trom the Government in the past year, con- 
sidering that the Farmers’ Party had sus- 
tuined the Government in office. In return 
the Government should do something to 
establish de-rating. 


THE SENATE ELECTIONS. 

Ii was not fair for the Government, he said, 
to do as they had done in the late Senate 
elections. They did not give one farmer re- 
presentation on the Senate. One farmer was 


put up, and failed to get. elected. The 
Governtnent should have helped to 
cet him elected. They got very 
small mercies from the Government for 


vhat they had done. He did not favour the 
present method of Senate elections. If the 
old method had been in use some farming 
representatives would have got in at the last 
elections, and net more than two of those who 
were elected would have succeeded in that 
contest, 

Mr. M. Doyle was unanimously re-elected 
(jairman and Colonel C. M. Gibbon Vice- 
Chairman and Treasurer for the coming year.

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STRAW BED. 
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MATRON OF COUNTY HOME 
CENSURED. 


‘We are satisfied that the Matron wilfully 
failed in her duty towards the sick poor in 
this case, and that her attempts to saddle 
the blame on both the doctors and the tele- 
phone have failed completely.” 

The above is an extract from a report 
which wae read at the meeting of the Ros- 
common County Board of Health, evhich was 
held in Boyle last Saturday, 

The Matron was the Rev. Mother Paul, of 
the Sisters of Mercy. | 

The report was submitted by a committee 
of the Board appointed to investigate the 
circumstances in connection with the non- 
admission of a woman named Anne Kelly, of 
Lack, County Roscommon. It wae stated 
that Dr. Mullin, the local Dispensary Doctor, 
wired for the ambulance to be sent from the 
Countv Home for the woman on December 
12 last, and that it did not arrive until 
liecember 17, when the woman was found 
dead on a straw bed in her house. 

The report was made by Messrs. John 
Doran (vice-chairman), William Flynn and 
P. Donagher, who had taken the evidence 
of all concerned. 

The report stated that the woman, Mrs. 
Anne Kelly, aged about seventy years, was 
a poor, harmless imbecile living alone, with 
no one to look after her. On December 12th 
she was ill. and the local county councillor 
sent a letter by hand to the local assistance 
officer to have her removed to the County 


Home. The officer, realising the seriousness 
of the case, sent the messenger with the 
letter to the dispensary doctor, who im- 


mediately visited the patient, and ‘phoned 
the matron of the County Home to send the 
ambulance early next morning, with a good, 
active female attendant. The porter at the 
County Home took the message and promptly 
conveyed it to the matron, who ignored it. 
CONTRADICTORY. 

“Her explanations for having done go. 
continued the report, ‘‘ are wholly unsatis- 
factory and contradictory. On the evening 
of December 13 Dr. Mullin, impatiently 
awaiting the ambulance, again "phoned to 
the County Home to know why the ambulance 
was not being sent, and explained that the 
patient was quiet, although showing mental 
symptoms due to age changes. He was told 
by the Matron bv telegram that “ Dr. Kellv 
(County Home Hospital) won't admit the 
patient.’ Dr. Mullin’s order for admission 
is conclusive proof that this patient was a 
proper person to be admitted to the County 
Home.” 

“The ambulance was altogether idle on 
December 14.” 

Mr. Doran added:—‘'I deferred making 
this report in the hope that the Matron 
would tender her resignation, and save the 
unpleasant task of hereby recommending that 
she be required to resign, especially owing 
to the death of the unfortunate, poor, harm- 
less imbecile, who might be still alive had 
she been promptly removed to the County

Engineers in India.

Thiey 
built the longest canal in the world at a

schemes of enormous scope—each deals 
with an area as large as Wales-—are under 
construction at the present time. By the 
Sutlej Valley Scheme the junction of two 
great rivers is harnessed with four weirs, 
from which twelvé canals carry water for 
the annual irrigation of 5,100,000 acres 
in the Punjab the States of 
Bahawalpur and Bikanir. When this 
scheme has reached its full development 
nearly four million acres of desert will 
come under the The Sukkur 
barrage scheme also will be a gigantic 
achievement. Jt will put the mighty 
Indus in leading-strings, and, by means oí 
five large canals, will irrigate 5,300,000 
acres of the almost rainless Province of 
Sind. A’ substantial profit is expected 
irom the outlay of fourteen million 
pounds. It certain that all these 
splendid works would be endangered in the 
chaos that would follow the passing ol 
British control. As Colonel O’Brien re- 
minds us, there was an important canal 
system in Iraq until the isivading hordes 
from Central Asia destroyed it. Indeed, 
mere neglect would bring ruin; for the 
maintenance of these works demands con- 
stant skill and vigilance. We cannot 
believe that. when facts are faced, the 
British people will surrender India to the 
mercies of anarchy. Colonel O’Brien’s 
article has a moral not only for India, 
but for Ireland. Some of the firest work 
which he describes has been planned and 
executed by Irishmen, and a whole succes- 
sion of such works remains to be under- 
taken.

Will the progress of electrical engineer- 
ing reverse the tendency to urban con- 
centration and undo the _ industrial 
agglomerations of the last century?

A Moslem Shrine. 


Lieutenant-Colonel P. T. Etherton, late 
British Consul-General in Turkestan, is 
the new Marco Polo. In Chambers’s 
Journal he describes a journey to Ordam 
Padshah, a spot in a remote central 
Asiatic province. “where the Chinese 
Empire holds shadowy dominion over 
Turki and Kirghiz, Mongol and Sart.” 
This Ordam Padshah is regarded by 
Mohammedans as a second Mecca; for 
it is the scene of the final struggle between 
Islam and Buddhism. During a thousan¢ 
years only four white men had visited the 
place before Colonel Etherton. Chinese 
Turkestan is mainly a sterile waste of 
sand dunes, with stretches of saline soil 
that bears the appearance of land under 
a hoar frost. Its inhabitants practise 
habits that are more interesting than 
congenial to a Western traveller. Thus 
the Chinese governor at one place enter- 
tained his visitors with a fare of shark's 
fins, bamboo roots, sea slugs, stags 
tendons, eggs many years old, fermented 
eggs, seaweed and stewed lotus. Dried 
rats are consumed, and sell readily a: a 
certain cure for baldness. Dogs and black 
cats are considered to be dainties. At one 
banquet newly-born white mice were 
served alive, “to be dipped in treacle and 
swallowed like prairie oysters.”” Ordam 
Padshah itself proved to be a lofty sand- 
hill, surmounted by a curious monument. 
This was ‘‘a gigantic collection of sticks 
and poles more than one hundred feet in 
circumference and upwards of fifty feet 
in height.” The sticks had been deposited 
by successive generations of pilgrims who 
travelled great distances to pay tribute 
to the memory of Ali Arslan Khan—he 
fell here, in the hour of victory, in days 
before William the Conqueror or Brian 
Boru. By the Moslem champion s victory 
his creed became the religion prevailing 
in Central Asia until our own times,

THE PRINCIPLES OF 


PROTESTANTISM. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—In your report of the pores 
preached in the Pro-Cathedral, Marlborouzh 
street, Dublin, on St.. Patrick's Day, by the 
Rev. A. Crofts, the preacher is reported as 
saying that “the public life of Ireland to-day 
was rooted in the principles of Protestantism 
ey and there could be no real social 
happiness until thetr public life was again 
founded on the teachings of Christ.” “hat 
statement seems to me to imply that “ the 
principles of Protestantism” are inconsistent 
with “the teachings cf Christ.” I am. tn 
agreement with the preacher when he put 
before his audience the ideal of “ real social 
happiness” in Ireland, and maintained that 
this idea! was to be approached by founding 
our public life on “the teachings of Christ. 
It is a great tribute that we are all glad 
to pay to the Person of Christ to-day to say 
that there W a Christ oí the Irish Road. 
I think that a good deal of our social un- 
happiness in Ireland comes from our  mps- 
understanding one another. No intelligent 
Protestant that I ever knew desired anything 
other than to bring his principles into line 
with the teachings of Christ. So far as my 
experience of Irish Protestantism goes, that 
is the constant theme of Irish Protestants. I 
plead for a mutual understanding of the 
respective positions of Roman Catholics and 
Protestants in Ireland. We may not be able 
to convert one another, but we ought to be 
able to understand one another. 

In order to make the point that the 
principles of Protestantism, whatever, they 
may have been in the past, are not to-day 
inconsistent with the teachings of Christ, 
may I quote one of the findings of the World 
Conference on Faith and Order, held in 
Lausanne in 1927—a conference of representa- 
tives of almost every Christian communion 
throughout the world, including the Orthodox 
Eastern Churches, a conference whose official 
report says that the refusal by the Pope of 
an invitation to take part in the Conference 
“was balanced by the personal friendliness 
and benevolence of the Pope?’ I quote the 
Lausanne finding to show that, so far as it 1s 
possible to obtain an authoritative pro- 
nouncement as to what the principles oí 
Protestantism are, they are not inconsistent 
with loyalty to the Person or teachings of 
Christ. The finding is this: ‘‘ Jesus Christ, 
as the trucified and the living One, as 
Saviour and Lora, is also the centre of the 
world-wide Gospel of the Apostles and the 
Church. Because He Himself is the Gospel, 
the Gospel! is the message of the Church to 
the world.” That Lausanne finding was 
afterwards adopted by the International 
Missionary Council, a Council again repre 
sentative of the leaders of the younger and 
older Protestant Churches of some fifty 
countries, held on the Mount of Olives last 
Holy Week and Easter. 

Let Irishmen. I say, do one another the 
justice of trying to understand one another. 
Misunderstandings do not promote. real social 
happiness. So far as I know anything about 
Irish Protestants, there nothing farther 
from their thoughts than that their 
principles should not be more and more 
brought into loyalty to the Person of Christ 
and into obedience to His teachings.— Yours.

“RICHEST YET BROUGHT 
TO LIGHT.” 

The remains of a man belonging to the 
Sargonid Age, about 2,650 B.U., have been 
discovered by the joint expedition of the 
British Museum and of the Museum of 
the University of Pennsylvania, which has 
now finished its seventh season at Ur. 

A report issued by the expedition states 
that the remains were found in the last 
grave of an ancient cemetery, which grave 
is described as the richest of its period 
yet brought to light. 

Six gold fillets adorned the head of the 
man, and round his neck were three strings 
of beads of gold and coloured stone— 
agate, carnelian, jasper, chalcedony, and 
sard—stones which are rarely found bcfore 
the time of Sargon of Akkad On the 
wrists were four heavy gold bangles and 
four of silver, and there were gold rings 
on the fingers. 

During excavation work on the rubbish 
heaps in which the graves are set some 
two hundred tablets, written in a very 
archaic script—one cf the oldest forms of 
writing known in Mesopotamia—were 
found in a ruined house. 

Other remains went back even further, 
and certain grotesque seal-impressions on 
clay and types of decorated pottery extinct 
long before the age of the Royal tombs 
are stated to supply material for a relative 
chronology which goes back almost to the 
beginnings of things in the lower Cuphrates 
Valley, 


CHURCH ROBBERY AT 
KILLINEY. 


WINE AND MONEY STOLEN. 
Holy Trinity Church, Killiney, was 
broken into by thieves during Sunday 
night or yesterday morning. Donation 
boxes were rifled and some bottles of altar 
wine were stolen. The thieves made an 
abortive attempt to force a burglar-proof 
‘safe in the vestry, which contained a 
quantity of valuable silver and some 
money. 

The Civic Guards believe that the thief 
or thieves approached the church from 
the Killiney Hill direction, got over an 
eight-foot wall at the back of the building, 
and cut their way through a small window. 
The window gave admission to the vestry, 
where the safe was.

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EIGHT DEATHS IN 
ENGLISH MINE, 


HEMMED IN BY 
WALL OF FLAME. 


SURVIVOR’S STORY OF 
FIGHT FOR LLEE, 
> Sn 


Eight miners lost their iives in a fire 
at Coombs Wood Colliery, Halesowen, 
Worcestershire, yesterday. Their bodies 
were recovered, after an all-day fight with 
the flames, by the fire and rescue brigades. 

Nine men were cut off, but one of them, 
Jabez Edwards, of Oldhill, made a dash 
through the flames and smoke and escaped 
unhurt. When a search of the workings 
was possible five bodies were recovered, 
and a subsequent search revealed the 
bodies of the other three. Annarently the 
men had been suffocated. 

The dead are John Hargreaves, 


of 


| Smethwick; John Westwood, of Nether- 


ton; Walter Dukes, of Lye; Joseph 
Chance, of Woollescote; George Henry 
Parkes, of Blackheath; James Harris, of 
Netherton ; Harry Edwards, of Old Hill, 
and Edward Barnsley, of Old Hill. The 
bodies were taken to the mortuary at 
Halesowen. - 


THE RESCUE EFFORTS. 

An official of the company said to a 
Press representative last night :—“‘The 
men went down the pit at seven o'clock 
this morning, and it was twenty minutes 
later that word went round that fire had 
broken out. We immediately hurried to 
the spot where the nine men had been 
worxing. One man, Jabez Edwards, 
escaped without injury; but, although 
we shouted for some time, there was no 
reply from the other eight men. 

“Two rescue parties immediately got to 
work, but wero unable to penetrate 
through the thick smoke and fumes. It 
was four o'clock before they eventually 
succeeded in reaching the men, who were 
found to be dead. . It was apparent that 
they had been dead some hours. The part 
where the fire broke out was three hundred 
yards from the bottom of the pit shaft 


HOPING AGAINST HOPE. 

Rescue work was carried on incessantly 
throughout the day, and it was thought 
possible that the men would have sufficient 
air to keep them alive until the fire was 
under control. Mr. H. Newey, the 
manager, descended the shaft as soon as 
it was realised that the men were en- 
tombed, and made gallant, but unsuccess-- 
ful, attempts to reach them 


i 


water, and two pumps were taken down 
the shaft, but for many hours the blaze 
continued. 

It was stated at the colliery that the 
men were engaged in a by-road, in which 
there was plenty of room, and for this 
— hope was not given up until the 
ast. i 

At the pit-head about, two thousand 
people waited for news, and weeping wives 
and mothers watched the rescue efforts. 

The fire was sufficiently under control at 
4.30, nearly nine hours after the outbreak, 
to enable the rescue party to enter the 
workings. They found the eight men 
huddled together, as if overwhelmed after 
fighting with the fumes. 


THE MAN WHO ESCAPED. 

In an interview with a Press repre- 
sentative, Edwards, the man who escaped, 
stated : “ We were just going to work, and 
when we were near our stall I turned 
round and noticed that the canvas damp- 
sheet was in flames. Jt was burning 
fiercely. I and two or three other men 
tried to get back to the return airway, but 
could not do so as the smoke was too 
strony; nor could we hold any light. We 
found a place where we could breathe a 
bit, as the smoke was not so thick, and 
sat down for about a quarter of an hour. 

‘I then made two attempts to get out, 
but could not get through the smoke. I 
begged the other chaps to come with me, 
but they would not do so, and said we 
would get down in the road and would be 
In a worse position. However, I made a 
third attempt and, by putting my cap in 
front of my mouth. dashed through it.. 

“The chaps. rescuing us heard me 
coming and collared me. After I got away 
I did not know what would happen. In 
the place where. I left the other men the 
smoke was only thin. There seemed to be 
more air, and, if it kept like that, they 
should have been all right.” . ) 

_ Edwards escaped injury, but was suffer- 
ing from shock after his terrible experi- 
ence. ; 


STORY TOLD BY BURNED CANDLE. 

Dr. H.: W. Bland, who assisted for 
many hours in the rescue efforts, stated 
last night that the men must have been 
overwhelmed by tlie fumes within a few 
minutes of the outbreak of fre." After 
one man had dashed through the flames,’’ 
he said, “the others must have found the 
heat and smoke too intense. Carbon 
monoxide fumes must have swept ‘over 
them and killed them before they could 
make any further efforts to escape. I base 
this opinion on the facts that when we 
reached the bodies the men had obviously 
been dead some hours, and that one man 
had been burned by a candle which he was 
holding. He must have lit it to try and 
find a way of escape and died before it 
had burned to the end. 

‘Phe men were cut off from the surface 
by a solid curtain of fire. and the rescue 
workers were unable to penetrate it. We 
realised after several unsuccessful 
attempts that the only way to reach the 
men was first to quel] the flames. Miners 
and others quickly organised a bucket 
service. A line of men covered. the 
distance of several Lundred yards, which 
separated the water supply from the scene 
of the fire, and pails of water were passed 
along the line. A hose was also got to 
work. ! 

““When there appeared to be a decrease 
in the fierceness of the fire efforts were 
made to dash through, but time and again 
the men were forced back. One fireman 
was ‘burned and had to give up. It was 
not till late in the afternoon that safety 
men with masks were able to get through.”’

RESCUE BY AEROPLANE.

COCHRANE, ONTARIO, Monday. — 
After suffering terrible hardships in the 
Far North, the Rev. George Morrow, an 
Anglican. missionary, was brought here 
by aeroplane to-day from the lonely out- 
post where he lay with a broken thigh for 
thirty-five days without medical attention. 
His wife—a bride of a few months—heard 
the reassuring news in the Northern 
Canadian Wilds by means of a specially- 
arranged broadcast from Toronto. . Thus 
have wireless and aeronautics rendered 
the couple a service that would have been 
unthought of a few years ago. 

The relief flight was an adventurous 
experience, being carried out in intense 
cold and blizzard. When news of Mr. 
Morrow’s condition was received by wire- 
less last week the Provincial Government 
ordered an aeroplane to proceed to his 
assistance, and Captain Roy Maxwell, 
tozether with a doctor, flew five hundred 
miles from Ottawa to Moosefactory, on 
Hudson’s Bay, where the injured mis- 
sionary was lying. The doctor attended 
to Mr. Morrow, but, as the Moth aero- 
plane would only carry two passengers, 
they returned to Ottawa, and Captain 
Maxwell immediately set out again to 
bring Mr. Morrow away. The missionary 
had not yet come to the end of his harrow- 
ing experience: for it was necessary to 
remove the splints from his thigh before 
he could be got into the aeroplane. He 
is now in hospital here, and is reported 
to be doing well. His wile is coming into 
Cochrane by dog sledge. |

Threats by 
Communists to bring a discordant note 
into the festivities, and the official boy- 
cott of the wedding ceremony by the 
Labour Party—the strongest in Parlia- 
ment—are not likely to have any in- 
‘fluence on the enthusiasm of the great 
mass of the Norwegian people, who 
intend to be present in the streets in 
their thousands to cheer the Prince and 
his Consort. 


STRIKING DECORATIONS. 


The most striking street decorations in 
Oslo are those surrounding the Church of 
Our Saviour, where the wedding is to take 
place.

The 
decorations consist of semi-circular gar- 
lands of pink roses, six feet in diameter, 
with baskets of roses hanging from the 
centre, and flags in groups overhead.

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NEW CAREER FOR 
PRINCE GEORGE. 


LEAVING NAVY FOR 
FOREIGN OFFICE, 


ADDRESS TO HIS NEW 
COLLEAGUES, 


PRIME MINISTER’S 
— ADVICE. 


It is officially stated that, acting upon 
the advice of medical authority, the King 
has approved that Prince George shall 
now retire from active participation in the 
work of the Royal Navy. 

His Majesty has decided, with the con- 
currence of the Prime Minister, that His 
Royal Highness shall be attached to the 
Foreign Office in order to gain know- 
ledge of the administration and work of a 
Department of State. 


ESTABLISHING A PRECEDENT. 

We understand that Prince George is 
leaving the Navy solely for reasons of 
health, as it is felt that his constitution 
is not sufficiently robust to withstand the 
strenuous demands of a career at sea. 
Another wish is that he should familiarise 
himself with the work of diplomatic 
administration. 

He is the first son of the King and 
Queen to enter one of the peace depart- 
ments. Two of his brothers—the Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of York—set pre- 
cedents for Prince George’s entry into 
he Navy. The Duke of Gloucester, on 
the other hand, chose military service. 

Prince George has had a wide experi- 
ence of* naval work for so young an 
officer, having served with the Mediter- 
ranean Fleet, the Atlantic Fleet and the 
China Squadron. 


THE KING ON THE CHANGE. 

Prince George was last night among 
his new colleagues at the Civil Service 
annual: dinner at the Connaught Rooms, 
London. | 

The King, to whom a message of loyalty 
had been sent, replied: “ It is a source 
of gratification to the King that Prince 
George should: be among civil sérvants 
this evening. The King is glad to think 
that one of his sons is about to assume 
an active part in their life, and feels 
sure that Prince George will derive both 
happiness and benefit from his association 
with this great Service.” 

In proposing the toast of “His 
Majesty’s Civil Service,” Prince George 
said: “ It is hard for me to express how 
much I yegret the severance of my asso- 
ciation with the Navy, and with the many 
friends I h-ve made in my fourteen years’ 
service. However, I derive some consola- 
tion from the fact that I am still to re- 
main on the active list, and I know that 
my interest in, and my affection for, the 
Navy will remain undiminished all my 
life. 

PRINCE ON HIS NEW CAREER. 


““ Also, I am glad to think that, though 
the actual seagoing conditions of a naval 
life are thought to be unsuited to my 
health, I can now devote my services to 
His Majesty at home, and I hope so to 
equip myself to be able to take a worthy 
share in the ever-increasing responsibili- 
ties of the Civil Service, both at home and 
abroad. 

“I feel it a great privilege that I am 
the first member of my family to be at- 
tached to the Civil Service, and I need 
hardly say that I look forward with the 
keenest interest and pleasure to the work 
I am about to undertake, and the friend- 
ships I hope to make in my new sphere.”’ 
(Applause. ) 

The Prime Minister read the official 
communiqué announcing Prince George’s 
new duties, and said: ‘‘ His Royal High- 
ness will shortly take up at the Foreign 
Office his new interests and activities, in 
which we all wish him enjoyment and 
success. I feel sure the service will desire 
to take this opportunity of joining me in 
welcoming him as a colleague. (Loud 
cheers. ) 


MR. BALDWIN’S ENVY.. 


The Prime Minister, in response to the 
toast of ‘‘ His Majesty’s Ministers,”’ pro- 
posed by Sir George Stuart Robertson, 
K.C., turning to Prince George, said: 
“ You, sir, have left a silent and simple 
service to joint a silent, but less simple, 
service. The benefit of my experience. is 
yours to-night in order to make your career 
more easy, and I hope more happy. 

“You will find, sir, tha’ we politicians 
have the fame and the Civil Service the 
power. (Laughter.) You will find we 
are ephemeral as the butterfiy, while they 
are as eternal as Mount Everest. The 
Civil Service is what is called in the 
jargon of the day a ‘‘sheltered industry ”’ 
and a strong trade union. We are un 
sheltered ; we are exposed to all the blasts 
of competition, and at this moment my 
competitors .are trying to sneak my 
customers from me. (Laughter. ) 


A MODERN SATURNALIA. 


“ To-night is the night of Saturnalia. 
And what is Saturnalia? Jt was a night 
when special indulgence was granted to 
slaves and their families, and whether it 
be the slaves of the Treasury or the Home 
Office indulgence is theirs to-night—all 
work is suspended. In Rome they were 
invited to a banquet and allowed to wear 
their master’s clothes and say what they 
liked, and, I may add, on that occasion 
public gambling was allowed, so you may 
all make your books on the general election 
to-night. 

‘*You will find, sir, that a great deal of 
the English Janguage which you have 
learned and spoken will be of little service 
to you in this new walk of life upon which 
you have entered. Where you have been 
accustomed to writing to your friends and 
saying: ‘You really are talking through 
your hat,’ you will really have to write 
now. ‘ My Lords cannot conceive ’—which 
is a perfectly different thing.’’ 


TRIBUTE TO CIVIL SERVICE. 


‘* Sir George Robertson has said that no 
Minister ever got up in the House of 
Commons to say: ‘I do not know.’ I 
once did that myself in the House of 
Commons when I was provided with a 
clause in the Finance Act which no one 
could ‘understand. (Laughter.) I was 
Financial Secretary at the time, and I got 
up in the House of Commons and said: 
‘This clause is incomprehensible. I do 
not understand it, and you won’t; but it 
is all right,’ and it went through without 
discussion or division, and it is part of 
the law of the land to-day.”’ (Laughter.y 

In conclusion, Mr. Baldwin said: It is 
essential, if the King’s Government is to 
be carried on, that there should be that 
great body of umnprejudiced non-party 
opinion, ability and strength, which is 
represented by the Civil Service. We havé 
it to-day, and I do not believe it has ever 
been more efficient or in a moro healthv 
condition, and whether this be the last 
time or not that I shall address you as 
Prime Minister, I would say this—I wish 
to thank all those who have given me the 
help they have for thé last twelve years. 
I shall never forget it, and shall always 
be proud of having. been associated with 
you. (Cheers.)

DISSATISFIED WITH 
EDUCATION ACT.

BELFAST, Monday. 

It is now anticipated that the Northern 
Parliament will be dissolved next month 
and that the general election will take 
place early in May, as soon as the new 
register is completed, and before the 
election for the Imperial Parliament. 

There was rather a surprising develop. 
ment at the meeting to-day of the 
Queen’s University Unionist © Voters’ 
Association, held at the Unionist head 
quarters to receive the recommendation 
of the Central Committee and nominate 
candidates. Dr. Gibson, one. of the 
honoraty ‘secretaries, announced that a, 
letter had been received from Sir John 
Campbell, M.D., stating that he did not 
intend to offer himself for re-election for 
the University. A similar intimation had 
been already received from Dr. H. S. 
Morrison and dealt with at a previous 
meeting. The two other members for the 
constituency, Professor R. J. Johnston 
and Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C.. had declared 
their willingness to offer themselves for 
re-election. 

Dr. Gibson announced that the Central 
Committee had sent ferward to the 
general meeting the names of seven candi- 
dates who had been duly proposed and 
seconded and had signed the pledge of 
allegiance to the Unionist Party.. They 
had made no recommendation, but left 
the matter to the decision of the general 
meeting. 

The names. were:—Professor R. J. 
Johnston (retiring member), Mr. J. H. 
Robb, K.C. (retiring member), Professor 
I. L. Savory, Professor R. Corkey, 
Colonel A. B. Mitchell, Dr. R. W. Leslie. 
and Mr. R. F. Dill. It was arranged 
that voting should take place on the list 
of seven names, the one receiving the 
lowest number of votes to be elimited on 
each ballot,* until only four names were 
left. 

As the result of three: ballots the first 
four candidates were declared duly nomi- 
nated. 

Mr. J..H. Robb, K.C., is the TParlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Northern 
Ministry of Education. 


EDUCATION ACT DISLIKED. 


There has been considerable dissatisfac- 
tion among University voters in regard to 
the Education Act and its administration, 
and also in relation to the © adequate 
pensions payable t3 secon-ary school 
teachers. 

Professor Savory was a member of the 
Joint Committee of the Protestant 
Churches and the Orange Institution 
which recently waited upon the Prime 
Minister (Viscount Craigavon) and the 
Minister of Education (Viscount Charle- 
mont), and put before them proposals for 
the amendment of the Education Act.

GENEVA, Monday. 

The Committee of Jurists has unani- 
mously approved the proposed revision of 
the Protocol of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice as drafted, with a 
view to the adherence of the United 
States to the Court. 

It provides for participation on an 
of the League of Nations, in the proceed- 
ings for the election cf Judges and 
Deputy Judges of the Permanent Court, 
and that the vote of the United States 
shall be counted in determining the 
absolute majority of votes required by the 
Statute. 

No amendment to the Statute of the 
Court may be made without the consent 
of all the contracing States. The Court 
shal] render advisory opinions in public 
session, as provided by the rules of the 
Court now existing. 

The Protocol next lays down the pro- 
cedure in reference to a request for 
an advisory opinion reyarding a dispute 
or question in which the United States 
claims an interest. The precedure in 
question takes place through the Secre- 
tariat of the League and the Registrar of 
the Court, while, should the United 
States advise the Court that the question 
upon which an opinion ts asked affects 
the interests of the United States, pro- 
ceedings shall be stayed pending an 
exchange of views between the Council or 
Assembly and the United States. 

If the United States maintains its 
objection to the case coming before the 
Court, the United States may exercise its 
own powers of withdrawal without any 
imputation of unfriendliness c: unwilling- 
ness to co-operate generally for peace and 
good-will. 

In other respects the new draft Protocol 
does. not essentially modify the old 
Protocol of 1920 creating the World 
Court, and from which the United States 
may withdraw at any time by notifying 
the Secretary-General of the League. In 
such a case the present Protocol ceases 
to be in force, while as regards the other 
signatory States, these may also with- 
draw ; but the Protocol falls through only 
if. two-thirds of the contracting States 
express a desire to withdraw from it.

Melville, K.C., presided over an attendance 
of more than six hundred, including the Lari 
and Countess of Denbigh, Mr. Justice 
McCardie, the Bishop of Southwark, Sir 
William de Courcy Wheeler, Mr. Grattan 
Esmonde, T'.D.; the Right Hon Lord Justice 
Russell, the Hon Margaret liussell, Dr. W. 
J. O'Donovan, Mrs. J. K. Ciynes, Brigadier- 
General Napper ‘Tandy, D.S.O., and the Lion 
Mrs. Frank Russell. 

Mr. Justice McVCardie, in proposing the 
toast of “Ireland,” said that he meant it to 
embrace the whole of the country, from the 
North to South. ‘‘The spirit of St. Patrick 
is with us to-aight,’’ he said, © and Father 
O'Flynn is also in the company around us. 
Forty years ago ] remember standing near the 
wishing well at Newry and registering three 
wishes. ‘The first does not matter, and the 
second—well, youth is romantic. (Laughter.) 
While the thirs was that God would send 
peace and prosperity to Ireland. I repeat 
that heartfelt wish to-night. (Applause.} 

PROUD MEMORIES. 

There a: many things we like to recall 
when ~emembering our patron saint. | love 
to think of the glories of Irish scenery. 
Rock and woodland in its best form extend 
from one end of the Isle to the other. How 
many wonderful recollections we can gain 
from to-night’s gathering We may break 
and shatter the vase, but the scent of Jreland 
will remain still. 

“I love to think of the great men which 
Ireland has given to the world—Edimund 
Burke, Daniel O'Connell, Curran, Grattan, 
Oliver .Goldsmith, Tom Moore, Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, and the Ruke of Welling- 
ton-—-to mention only a few. We have also 
Lord Russell of Killowen, whose son we ure 
delighted to see here to-night. 

“Then. we can think of the wonderful 
humour of Ireland. Irish humour is a bene- 
diction to the world. In every part of the 
world and in every aspect of life, in good 
fortune and in bad, Irish humour has been a 
solace, inspiration and delight” (Hear, 
hear.) 

MR. COSGRAVE’S DEPUTY. 

In reply, Mr. Grattan Esmonde, T.D., who 
came specially from Ireland to represent Pre- 
sident Cosgrave, said that he was glad that 
they -could celebrate another St. Patrick’s 
Night at a time when the affairs of Ireland 
no longer disturbed the minds of politicians 
throughout the country. ‘‘ The poor English 
can now govern themselves in peace,” he 
added, amidst laughter. 

‘Contrary to the reports which 
may have heard, the position, as far 
as the Free State concerned, is 
not only sound, but entirely 
satisfactory. (Applause.) ‘‘ There has been 
for some time past a certain epidemic of poll- 
tical influenza, but the patient is now well on 
the mend. I have studied very carefully the 
rogress in the political development in Ire- 
w of recent years, and I have been struck 
by the remarkable decrease recently in sus- 
picion, antagonism and hatred amongst the 
various sections of our people. 

ANGLO-IRISH RELATIONS. 

“The last year has been one of the most 
interesting and one of the most important in 
the history of the relations between England 
and Ireland. In the first place, many events 
have taken place which have brought Ireland 
very favourabiy before the eves of the world. 
here have been such events as Irish parti- 
cipation in the first trans-Atlantic ilight 
from East to West, and the enthusiastic par- 
ticipation in the attempt to outlaw war. 

“ Great progress has also 
made in removing the cause 
friction hetwen Great Britain 
the Irish Free State,” added Mr. Esmonde. 
“These were largely technical matters 
but were of the utmost importance in iaying 
the foundation of an understanding between 
the two isles. This foundation is now almost 
complete, and there are few matters remain- 
ing to be solved which might cause friction. 
They are matters of only minor importance 
and will be soived in a friendly way. (Ap- 
plause.) 
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NOT ANTI-ENGLISH, 
‘Despite this fact some of the people 
England are becoming very disappointed ove 
freland does not hate England, but, 
very iar from that, we understand the 
English, and that is more than any other 
nation can do. (Laughter.) As the

of many years of association we have had 
an opportunity of appreciating the virtues of 
the feniglish and also had an opportunity ol 
appreciatifig many of their habits and pecu- 
liarities. 

“There is a feeling abroad that the new 
régime in Ireland is rather anti-English ; that 
whenever we have any business to transact 
we would rather carry it out with other 
countries than with England, but that «x 
most certainly not the case. 

“There is also a certain amount oí 
criticism because of the steps we in Ireland 
are taking to develop our industries; but, 
after all, our first consideration is to our 
own people. (Applause.) But next to our 
own people, our first consideration is for 
our best customers. ‘hat is only good busi- 
ness and only sound common-sense. — 

‘** lreland is suffering from a certain amount 
of unemployment, although, perhaps, not to 
the extent of England. I think that the 
reason why it is less is that emigration has 
been to the extent of one per cent. of the 
opulation per year, while in England it has 
een only one-third of ane per cent.” 

THE ONLY LAND TO LIVE IN. 

Sir William de Courcy Wheeler, who also 
responded, declared that Ireland had reason 
to be proud, not only of. the great. men it 
had produced in the past, but of the 
many: famous mien: of the. ‘present -time- 

“ eo are difficulties in Treland. po 
doubt,” he said, “but there is always: a: 
bright side which, when songht, is found to 
be uppermost. The Shannon schame ia near 


completion: it has been costly; but it puts 
in the hands of the country a means towards 
prosperity and wealth, Irish roads are 
improved ‘beyond all recognition; they ean be 
commended .to all motorists who know how 
to enjoy -a holiday. Hunting, shooting’ and 
fishing ‘are second to none. 

“I have lived and worked in Ireland all 
my life. Probably this is the reason I am 
not possessed of this world’s goods, and for 
the same reason I am not sure what my posi- 
tion in the next world will be. I know, 
however, that my freedom is secure, and, 
after seeing many other lands, I would. not 
change my residence for any ‘consideration 
whatever.”

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NORTHERN. HIBERNIANS.

DEMONSTRATION AT 
STEWARTSTOWN. 

There was a big master of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians from Tyrone, Armagh 

and Derry at Stewartstown yesterday. 

Mr. Hugh K. McAleese, who presided at 
a meeting which was held near the town, 
referring to the Northern Government, said 
that the Catholics in Tyrone had a substan- 
tial majority, and at the same time every 
position of trust and emolument was denied 
them.

Harbison, M.P., said that 
never in thé history of their movement had 
it become more n@tessary for the national 
ranks to close up once more to fight the 
forces that were engaged against them. The 
bill that the Northern Government were at 
present pressing through Parliament was in 
view of the general election, and by it they 
Were depriving them of the right of propor- 
tional representation.

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PRODUCTION AT RATHMINES. 


A crowded audience at Rathmines Town 
Hall last night enjoyed a rollicking per- 
formance of “ H.M.#. Pinafore,’’ arranged by 
the Students’ Musical Union in connection 
with the Royal Irish Academy of Music The 
popular Gilbert and Sullivan opera can seldom 
have had a better amateur cast in a Dublin 
performance. ‘The whole production went 
with a swing; its fun was all the jollier be- 
cause the members of the company themselves 
seemed to be enjoying it thaithí and, on 
top of all this, it was good to hear some 
tuneful singing. Miss Nancy Reilly as 
Josephine and Mr. Patrick Kirwan as Ralph 
Rackstraw were admirable in their vocaliam, 
aud both displayed notable gifts for light 
comedy.

IMPORTANCE OF UNITY 
AND CO-OPERATION, 


SPEECHES AT IRISH 
CLUB. BANQUET. 


. 


The Irish Club, London, gave a barmquet 
last night at the Park Lane Hotel in cele 
bration of St. Patricks Day.  Lieutenant- 
Colonel W. Grant Morden, M.P., 
of the’ Club, oceupied the chair. 

The Club’s guests included the Ear! of 
Ypres, the Marquess of Donegal, Priscilla 
Countess of Annesley, the Countess of Oxford 
and Asquith, Lord Castlemaine, Sir Dunbar 
Plunket Barton, Sir Harry C. A. Eyres, Sn 
A. Shirley Benn, Sir G. Warburton Fuller 
Mr. Edward Shortt, K.C.; the Greex 
Minister, Major-General Beauchamp Doran, 
Mr. A. Duff Cooper, M.P.; the Hon. J. W. 
Kirwan, Sir George Hastings, Sir R. Blackie, 
Captain W. R. Redmond, Sir J. Clarke, and 
the Hon, Kenneth Mackey. 

Mr. A. Duff Cooper, M.P.,*+ proposed the 
toast ‘‘The New Ireland.” He said that he 
was not only an Englishman, but a man who 
had never set foot on Irish soil. Therefore, 
he had sought for reasons why he should be 
invited to propose the toast. Of late years 
thev had been led to believe—and tragic 
events had gone to prove it—that there had 
been in Ireland a spirit of Nationalism 
which was an exaggeration of patriotism, 
which had brought about great sorrow. It 
was something which everybody inherited 
from the nineteenth century, when the spirit 
of Nationalism was born in Europe, and 
spread all over the world. It had 
heen exaggerated to the great disadvantage 
of many small and valiant countries. The) 
who regarded the fortunes of the new 
Ireland hoped that that spirit was yielding 
to a broader and saner wisdom. Unless the 
whole world was to come to disaster, the 
peoples of the world must learn during the 
next few years that nationalism could be 
combined with imternationalism. 

There was something in the Irish 
acter—somethivg native to it, something in its 
natural courtesy and high breeding—which, 
when politics were set aside, compelled the 
people of Ireland to show that they were the 
most hospitable, the broadest-minded and the 
most welcoming nation in the world. 
(Cheers.) The spirit of violent nationalism, 
which they hoped was passing away, was not 
indigenous in Irish soil, nor produced hy the 
Irish climate. It was a spirit produced, not 
from within, but from without. 

CAUSES OF BITTERNESS. | 

It was not prosperity and an increasing 
population that made a nation narrow and 
bitter and violently nationalistic. That =_— 
came from the blows rained upou it trom 
outside, from dwindling population © and 
shrunken frontiers. It was perseeution that 
made nationalism in every country where it 
had become, instead of a blessing, a curse. 
Fortunately, his political career began when 
ireland had ceased to be an issue in Englisn 
politics—or so he thought until the 
other day, when the found the benches 
of the House of Commonds_ crowded, 
an atmosphere of excitement, and heard 
rumours that the Government would be de- 
feated. It was all because of some question 
which had to do with Ireland. (Laughter.) 
Even the ghosts of those old issues could 
raise a situation such as members of the 
present Parliament were not accustomed to. 

Fortunately, Ireland was not at present an 
issue in British politics. Had he been in 
politics in the old days he would have dealt 
with the Irish question in a way that no 
English politician ever did—wisely and suc- 
cessfully. (Laughter and cheers.) He might 
tell them as a bit of personal autobiography 
that when he was an undergraduate at Oxford 
he declared, amid the derision of bis fellows, 
that one could be a Conservative without 
being a Unionist, and that he saw no reason 
whv the Conservative Party should not give 
Home Rule to Ireland. 

The two countries, which were bound 
together for so long, were now separated, and 
it wonld be an ungrateful task to try to 


char- 


apportion the blame in the unhappy relations J 


that had existed between them. There were 
many cases in which men and women joined 
together in holy go) 63 | did not live 
happily together. Some people said one thing, 
some another; hut the wisest said that it 
was nobody's fault and that incompatibility 
of temperament was the cause of the disaster. 
[un countries where divorce was easily ob- 
tained. it was sometimes said that the parties 
got to know each other better after divorce 
than when they:lved together. That might be 
the same with the two nations. lí they let 
each go. its own way, and, above all, re- 
frained from interfering im each -other’s 
politics, then the time might come when the 
bonds that held them together in one 
Empire might be firmer than they were now, 
and might be resisted by no portion of the 
population, and when the whole country 
would be united into one. That, however, 
was all visionary and far away, and was not 
practical politics to-day. What they must 
hope at present was to see leland increase 
in wealth, in prosperity, and in peace, 
(Cheers.) 
SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY. 

Captain William Redmond, in responding, 
said that he had been asked to do so by 
President Cosgrave, who, as spokesman of 
their country, had by word and action, from 
the very inception of the Free State, shown 
the world that Irishmen could be trusted; 
that their word was their bond; that in 
hinternational credit they were second to no 
nation upon the face of the earth. If there 
was a new Ireland to-day, there was also a 
New England. The world war had left iis 
mark on Ireland as on England. Conditions 
had changed there as here. 

Customs had changed, possibly some for 
the better, and some for the worse, but there 
Was one thing they could claim, and it was 
that in Ireland they had now got a full sense 
of national responsibility. They who were 
parties to a Treaty with the people of Great 
Britam were determined that that Treaty 
should be  hoftoured; were determined. 
as much as were the people of 
Great Britain, that that Treaty 
should niet he altered bv one single 
word or cpmma, unless by mutual agreement 
between the’ parties to- that Treaty. 
(Cheers:) {They were alive in Ireland to 
their resp@nsibilities in the matter. They 
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had now their own Parliament, in Dublin. 
It was working in a particularly ‘smooth, 
and, perhaps, in an almost humdrum manner ; 
almost, he might say, to the dismay and 
chagrin, .the disappointment of one-time 
croaking prophets, or the few—he hoped 
there were few left—enemies of the Irish 
race. They were not such fools as not to 
realise that a prosperous England meant a 
prosperous Ireland. ‘They were largely an 
agricultural country, and they knew per- 
fectly wel] that a prosperous England meant 
for them the early sale and distribution of 
their wares in the closest and best market 
available. 
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Speaking for the Irish Free State, he could 
say that they knew perfectly well that there 
was nothing incompatible with having their 
nationality asserted and recognised to the 
fullest degree—as he believes it was to-day— 
und, at the same time, being on the closest 
possible terms of unity aud co-operation 
with their kindred across the Irish Sea. 
But really the new lreland had not yet 
arrived. It was in the process of making, 
Ireland was not a new country. It was 
not a country discovered yesterday and 
peopled by settlers. Ireland was as much 
a mother country as was Great Britain. They 
had in Ireland their own traditions going 
back for century upon century. 

QUESTION OF UNITY. 

The new Ireland, when it came, would 
not be a divided country. He believed 
that that would come about. He did not 
believe that union was not practical 
politics. It was just as much practical polities 
to-day as was the Treaty at the time when 
Mr, Duff Cooper was an Oxford under- 
graduate. It all depended on one thing, and 
ene alone. Irishmen now had their own 
future in their own hands. The responsibility 
was, therefore, upon themselves. On St. 
Patrick's Day,. Irishmen sank all political 
and religious differences. Might the time 
come when there would be 365 St. Patrick’s 
Days in the year. (Cheers.) Might Irishmen 
come to see that union was the best thing 
for them. 

Che Right Hon. Edward Shortt, K:C., pro- 
posed the toast of “ The Guests.”’ 

Stir G. W. Fuller, responding, said that his 
experience in Australia was that Irishmen 
made the best of citizens. He trusted that 
Ireland would be governed in the best in- 
terests of the country and. the Empire, and 
that the co-operation and unity which had 
always existed between the centre of the 
Empire and the Dominions would continue, 
The Empire had been the bulwarks of freedom. 
With co-operation from English, Irish, Welsh 
and Scotch, the Empire might be made 
greater still. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., proposed the 
toast “The Irish Club.” He said that the 
club was one admirably. summed up by Mr. 
Tim Healy when he quoted a notice which 
he saw in a shop window: “Invisible mending 
done here.” vom the racial, political, and 
even religious points of view, there was much 
invisible mending done in that club. He did 
not agree with Mr. Duff Cooper ip thinking 
Irish union visionary. The great news- 
apers of Ireland—particularly the J/rt#h 
l’imes—preached the Union of North and 
South, and he believed that public opinion 
was ripe for it.
